Six months after receiving 
sentence. of soven ycara’ penal, 
acrvitude, a seaman has been re- 
lensed from Dartmoor Prison.

The Netw-Chronicla was informed 
by a Home Office official that no 
explanation would be issued, 

The man, Jacobus Peters Van 
Dyn, whose home Is in South 
Africa, is 85 years of age and of 
Boer parentage. He told the 
Newsn-Chronicle that ho had not 
been Informed of the reason. for 
hia release, but was handed a 
certificate of discharge, which 
atnted that he was free in conse- 
quence of “remission of the re- 
mainder of the sentence.’ 

The cortificate, bearing a large 
red nen), was signed by tho 
Governor of Dartmoor Prison.

‘Van Dyn waa sentenced nt the 
Old Bailey inst June on a charge 
of ‘wounding with intent to do

© prosecutor was a waiter, 
who stated that he wan attacked

Van Dyn’s defence was a plea 
of mistaken identity. He said 
that he was not at Ruislip on the 
night of the attack. 

On hearing the sentence, he 
said to Str Ernest Wiki, the 
Recorder: “O.K." Chief.’ 

An appeal against the con- 
viction was entered but withdrawn. 
After his arrival at Dartmoor, 
however, Van Dyn continued to 
protest his. Innocence, and 
recently the Governor allowed 
him to send a petition. to. the 
Home Secretary, 


“In reply," Van Dyn said, “1 : 


had a request from the Home 
Oflice for more details. I henrd 
nothing further till I was allowed 
to go. 

“I have discovered since my re- 
lease that two little girls, who 
had given evidence'for me at the 
Old Bailey ‘were queationed by 
the police after I petitioned the 
Home Sccretary. 

“They repeated that I .had 
nothing. to do with the attack, as 
they knew that I was not at 
Ruislip when it occurred. I told 
the Court that I was innocent, 
but it made no ‘difference. The 
authorities’ action’ now {gs  sur- 
prising, but they decided to make 
right at Inst, 

“T am going to call at the Home 
Office for a pasaport now, collect 
some funds and get out of the 
country.”

The task of rvcancil. ye” Anglo- 
French outloaks oon the repara- 
tions problem, In preparation for 
the coming international 
ference, looks like being  extra- 
ordinarily diMeult. None the less, 
it would appear to be an essential 
preliminary ‘to a satigfactory 
handling of the whole issue. The 
British attitude is that there can 
be no return ta world economic 
health without a really drastic 
sealing down of war debts and 
reparations as between, countries, 
if not their complete cancetlation, 
The het cesult for Britain would 
that, directly, she 
neither be much better off

direetly, of she would 
benefit by sharing, with  athers, 
in the likelihood of better trade, 

France, however, does ‘net look 
nt the matter in quite the same 
light. The French are heavy net 
creditors on account of war debts 
and reparations, and, if these were 
cancelled, they would probably 
vet a pood deal less income from 
abroad. [t will be argued that, 
with’ her stocks of gold and her 
favourable balance of payments, 
France Gan afford to make con- 
ceasions much better than Britain 
enn. And there is reason in the 
argument. On the other hand, 
France will reply that she suffer- 
ed more than any eountry in the 
war, and will conteml that Ger- 
many 18 under a mora! obligation 
i. pay for war pensions and for 
tho reconstruction of ‘the  de- 
vastuted areas, Moreover, it will 
also be argued tat the French 
standard of Ife {x by no metns 
high at present, “Phere ia yet an- 
other aspect of the questica which 
ennnot be overlookel, The French 
have an additloasi quarrel’ with 
the British and American altitude 
to German debts.

RUSSIA’S BIG DEBT. 


CREDITORS PRESSING 
FOR PAYMENT. 


Paris, Dec. 4. 

That Soviet Russia has now run 
up a foreign bill of about £15,000,- 
000, due at the end of this year 
and in 1932, and that unless they 
are given renewed credit facilities 
the Balshevika will be faced short- 
ly with financial debacle, is asserted 
in an article in the “Bulletin,” the 
official publication of the French 
Society for Economic Study.

AMERICA AND WAR 
DEBTS. 


VIEWS OF A HEARST 
PAPER. 


While American bankers and 
politicians are atill discussing 
possibilities of war debt reductions, 
the opinion of the “man In the 
strect” is said to be not so favour- 
able. 

In an editorial article, headed 
Mearst publication, the New York 
Evening Journal, puta the case 
against such’ reduction as follows: 

"We have already cut these 
dubts down six billion dollars, 

Let's have a Jook at the balance- 

sheet, therefore, before we are 

stameded into cutting them 
down more or wiping. them out 

altogether.” 7 

The paper then quotes a state- 
ment made by Mr. W. W. Cumber- 
lund, for several years cconomic ad- 
viser to the Wushington State De- 
partment. . 

Basing his conclusions on debt 
peyments already made, Mr. Cum- 
berland says:— . . 

“Payments by Great Britain thus 
far amount to 1 cent per person 
per day. Poyments by any 
equa! 2 cents per: person per day. 

“Tt fs not unreasonable to ask 
ench German to sacrifice the equi- 
vatent of one beer per day in order 
to fulfil Germany’s obligations, nor 
for an Englishman to deprive him- 
self of a trip to the movies once 
a month In order to maintain the 
integrity of British credit. 

“Payments made to the States 
in 1929-30 amounted to only 2% 
per cent.. of the budgeta of the 
debtor countries. They were only 
one-cighth of what the debtors are 
spending for armaments.
